DO YOUR HANDS GIVE AWAY

EVERAL years ago, a portrait painter, 
S while lecturing on “The Composite 

Beauty,” said: “Show me her hands, and 
I’ll tell you how old the woman is. So many 
women are eager to prolong the youthful 
appearance of face and figure, but few realize 
how completely their hands betray their birth- 
days.”
